FINANCING THE DOMINION 


The Dominion Gove 


nment a few days ago sent 
the city a cheque for the relief money owing 
to it, but still owes the city $200,000 on account. 

On this money the city has to pay interest at 
the bank. The interest on so large a sum would go 
quite a way in supplying relief to unemployed men 
at the present scale. That the Government will 
repay the interest to the city is a fond but faint 
hope. 

What it amounts te is that the city is financing 
the Governmer.t to this amount, and paying the 
interest that should be paid out of the federal 
treasury if it has to be paid at all. In fairness the 
Government should raise the percentage of its con- 
tribution to the relief fund, if there is no way by 
which it cireumlocu procedure 
and pay what it owes when it is due.

The total estimates brought down at Ottawa are 
$38,000,000 less than a} ago. The 
reduction is about eleven per cent. 

There was a deficit for last year of $119,000,000 
Extraordinary expenditure uding the cost of 
relief and the wheat bo accounted for $55,000,000 
of this. The new taxes are calculated to bring in 
$51,000,000 extra this year. 

These figures do not provide for a balanced 
budget, unless the expenditure on relief is cut to 
about half the amount of Jast year. That no doubt 
is the objective in the decision to abandon public 
works projects and to give relief only by the 
“direct” method and in camps. The Minister of 
Finance in his budget speech predicted that the 
expenditure would be kept down to the income 


during the present year.

The Senate is expected to also approve 
the bill. 

At the same time Mr. De Valera announces that 
he intends to attend the Imperial conference at 
Ottawa. The inference is that he considers the 
Free State to be still a member in good standing 

of the British Commonwealth of Nations, Other- 
| wise he would have no business at the conference, 
would be intruding if he attended. and would no 
doubt stay away from what is to be exclusively a

Protein Combinations: Any one protein m ay be used with one or 
more of the cooked or raw non- -starchy vegetables with the addition of 
one kind of fruit either cooked or raw if desired,

rabbit, turkey, sole, halibut, sea bass » Pickerel, fresh cod, perch, black 
be tuna, eggs, cottage cheese, c-eam cheese, gelatin, frogs’ legs end 
turtle. 


Starch Combinations: Any one starch may be used with one or 


more of the cooked or raw non-starchy ve s 
r getables. No fruit sho 
used with this meal. erat 


Here is a list of the good Starchy fools: Potatoes. green corn, mac- 
Broni, spaghetti, vermicelli, noodles, Hubbard squash, rice, corn, bread 
corn meal, wheat flour biscuits, whole wheat flour, whole wheat, 
gluten bread, shredded wheat, barley, canned corn, 
carrots, turnips, parsnips and beets.

Non-Starchy Combinations: One or more non- “starchy vegetables 
either cooked or raw may be used with either one starch or one protein 
or with any one other article of food, such as milk, toast or fruit 

Here is a list of the non-starchy vegetables: Celery, spinach, small 
string beans, asparagus, cucumbers, summer squash, eggplant, beet 
tops, turnip tops, small beets, small parsnips, small carrots, small tur- 
nips, pumpkin, lettuce, okra, chayotes, oyster plant, mallow, kale, 
zucchini, vegetable marrow. 

Friut Combinations: One kind of fruit either cooked or raw may 
be used with a protein meal or with milk or w ith any one of the non- 
starchy vetgables. Fruit should never be used at a meal containing a 
highly starchy food; this includes tomatoes. 

Toast Combinations: Thoroughly toasted food may be used with 
any other article of food or with any combination 

Milk Combinations: Milk may be used by itself or with any one 
kind of fruit or with one or more non-starchy vegetables Never use 
milk at meals containing protein or starch. 

Dessert Combinations: Desserts such as gletin, stewed or raw fruit 
may be used in combination with one non-starchy vegetable or in addi- 
tion to a protein meal but never with a starchy meal. 

Salad and Soup Combinations: All kinds of foods are used for 
salads but the same combination rules should be followed as with the 
preparation of any of the other dishes served at the meal, Good com- 
binations should also be observed in the preparation of soups.
